William Rathje is an archaeology professor at 

the University of Arizona who specializes in garbage—a 
“garbologist” to be exact. He and his crew learn about us 
and our recent history by studying what we throw away. As 
a garbologist, Rathje excavates landyills and analyzes the 
contents of people’s trash cans. He personally has looked 
through more than 18,000 trash bags. We interviewed 


Professor Rathje to get the dirt on garbage in America. 


Nick Mag: Don’t you get sick from the smell? 

William Rathje: It isn’t nearly as bad as people think. 
There’s a lot of variety to fresh garbage. The worst smell is 
raw rancid chicken. 


NM: Do you ever get used to the smell? 

WR: You get to where you don’t really notice it. When we 
began excavating landfills, everybody wore face masks. 
Then I took mine off to see how bad it was, and I found that 
after about 10 minutes the smell goes away. Actually, your 
ability to smell the smell goes away. But, the smell stays with 
you. For instance, I took my crew to Pizza Hut for lunch. 
After five minutes we were the only customers in the place. 
As we left, the Pizza Hut people told us that next time, 
they’d deliver . 


NM: What’s the grossest thing you ever found at a 
landfill? 

WR: Guacamole thrown out in 1967. We found it in 1989. 
There was a dish with this sort of greenish-gray stuff. 
Nobody ate it to test it, but it was pretty gross. 


NM: What’s really in a landfill? 

WR: I should start with the things people think are in one. 
Styrofoam, fast-food packaging, and disposable diapers 
are three items people think make up most of a landfill. Yet 
they are only about three percent of what’s in one. The first 
and foremost item in landfills is paper—40 to 50 percent 
of the volume—because paper doesn’t biodegrade easily in 
a landfill.

In the movie Poltergeist, a neighborhood is 
built on an old cemetery. In real life, things 
get built on old landfills. And instead of 
Skeletons, the scary element is the 


flammable methane gas that’s produced by 
the decaying garbage. 


Mt. Trashmore Park, Virginia Beach, 
Virginia. A 125-acre park built on a 
70-foot-high landfill in 1971. Three 
flagpoles in the park also serve as vents 

for the methane gas. Once, lightning struck 
a flagpole and it caught fire. 


Shoreline Amphitheatre, Mountain 
View, California. A 37-acre open-air 
theater built in 1987 on a portion of a 
landfill. Someone sitting on the lawn during 
a concert complained that a blanket caught 
fire when a cigarette was lit. The theater 
quickly installed a system to vent the leaking 
methane gas. 


LaGuardia Airport, Queens, New York. 
More than half of the 650-acre airport 

was created along the waterfront during 

the 1930s on top of garbage from a 

New York City dump. Every year crews have 
to pour blacktop on the runways, because 
they settle at uneven rates. In some spots, 
the runways are 12 feet thick. 


John F. Kennedy Library and Museum, 
Boston, Massachusetts. /t was opened in 
1979 on a peninsula in Boston Harbor that 
was built up by garbage. The nearby ocean 
can be very smelly at low tide. But local 
librarians don’t think that has anything to do 
with the garbage. 











NM: What do you find when you study fresh 
garbage from neighborhoods? 

| WR: People waste a lot of food. The average house in 
| our studies wastes between 15 and 20 percent of the 
| food they buy, and I don’t mean just orange peels. I 
| mean a piece of steak, a head of lettuce, a carrot. The

more fresh food they waste.

| NM: How can we avoid wasting so much food?

Rathje has 
a few ideas on how you can shrink your garbage output. 


| 1. Carry a cloth bag with you when you shop, so 
you won't waste paper or plastic bags. 


2. Buy rechargeable batteries. Batteries are 
the main source of hazardous waste from households. 
One rechargeable battery replaces 200 regular batter- 
ies. Plus, it saves on packaging. 


3. Buy recycled paper. Look for notebooks 
labeled “recycled” or, most ideally, “post-consumer 
recycled.”
